were sons of ministers. Turn to phi- 
losophy and you find the same story. 
Dugald Stewart, Reid, 
Abercromble 


and Beatham were parsons' sons. In 
general literature are to be found mul- 
titudes of preachers' sons—Swift, Ma- 
oaulay, Thackeray, Klngsley and Mat- 
thew Arnold—at the head of the list.

NEIGHBOR AT ONCE 


Expedition Expected to 
Begin Hostile 
Move 


Without Delay—An Effort to Enlist toe Aid 


of Honduras Government 


New Orleans—According to Inform- 


ation received In tola city a |,lan to 
Invade San Salvador has been under 
consideration for some time |by Presi- 
dent Manuel 
Estrpr'a 
Cabrera of 


Guatemala, who in pursuit of this 
idea endeavored to enlist the aid of 
the Hondureau government in war. 
Honduras lies on the south and oast 
of Guatemala on the north, ana an ex- 
pedition from each of these countries 
would catch San Salvador between 
two fires "nd place the republic in an 
interesting predicament. 


According to the plans it was in- 


tended that Cfautemala was to have 
moved on San Salvador at the close 
of the rainy season, which would' have 
made the date for the move some 
time this month. 
However, the con- 


templated 
combine with Honduras 


appears to have fallen through owing 
to the refusal of the president of that 
republic to join hands with Guate- 
mala in the attempt. 
The project has 


by no means been abandoned by Presi- 
dent Cabrera of Guatemala, and con- 
sequently news of an expedition is 
momentarily expected. 


San Salvador is more closely con- 


nected with Guatemala than any other 
Central 
American 
colony, and is 


most easily reached by trooj s, thus 
making it the natural objective point 
for expeditious from that country. 
Honduras is separated from Guate- 
mala by a range of mountains, which 
would render tho transport of soldiers 
a matter attended Ly much difficulty, 
but in tho case of San Salvador only 
a tableland about thirty miles in 
width separates the two countries. It 
is possible to travel in a day on horse- 
back from tho capital of Guatemala 
into Salvadorian territory, and there 
would be no trouble attendant upon 
the entrance of an army into tho latter 
republic. 


President Cabrera of Guatemala has 


from time to time massed troops on 
the frontier of the two countries. 
At one time, it is understood, ho had 
14,000 trojps camped on the frontier,. 
and at the present moment it is esti- 
mated that there are from GOOD to 7000 
soldiers located at various points. 


The reasons for the 
contemplated 


invasion of San Salvador are numer- 
ous and largely concern the internal 
affairs of Guatemala. The incumbent 
of the presidency is one of the most 
unpopular of Central American presi- 
dents.
